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USSR: Marshal Zhukov, whose forced retire- 
ment in 1957 cleared the way for Khrushchev's 
accession to overwhelming political primacy, may 
soon be rehabilitated 

A Soviet military protocol officer recently pro- 
posed that the former defense minister and pre- 
sidium member be invited to the US Armed Forces 
Day celebration in Moscow on 21 May, Omission 
of his name from the invitation list in recent years 
has evoked no Soviet comment. 

Public discussions of Zhukov's past role have 
begun to vary. While most articles on military 
matters continue to reiterate charges that Zhukov 
followed an "antiparty line" and committed military 
blunders, he has been mentioned in a favorable con- 
text several times recently. If he is now to be al- 
lowed to resume a public role, the 9 May VE Day 
celebration is the most likely occasion. 

Any degree of restoration to respectability for 
Zhukov would have a political motivation. His pri- 
mary offense in 1957 was that he used his enormous 
personal popularity in an attempt to gain independ- 
ence for the military from party control. His public 
re-emergence would be viewed as an indication of 
increased influence for the professional soldier as 
opposed to the party- political military leaders. In 
addition, his fall from glory was certainly engineered 
by Khrushchev and his return to even partial favor, 
therefor e, probably would reflect adversely on the 
latter, f
